The 
touch can be given by colored thread, by black-and-white treatments, by coarse 
and fine silks and by transparent or opaque beads, The hopeful message of 
this song is in the fact that these summer embroideries can be yours without 
buying and for the cost of a few hours and a trifling sum. 

The Bulgarian, eyelet and bead embroideries are characteristic of the 
accepted summer styles. They stand here before you in epitome. Look at

Under this is worn a fitted linen dress of 
eyelet embroidery.. A plain panel at the front is trimmed with Irish crocheted 
buttons.

Sickroom at hight. Flowers give of 
moisture taken up from’ the soil; henc: 
air beromes somewhat bumid {tf mans 
—particularly growing plaats—are kep 
in the room. Flowers having a meth 
od of breathing, they use ap the oxy 
gen as human beings do and in ex 
change give off carbonic dioxide a:- 
waste matter. 

The action of sunlight upon. th: 
stems, leaves and al) green parts o! 
flowers is to store carbonic dinxid: 
within the plants and release oxygen 
Thus in daylight there is a fair ba! 
ance between the carbonic dioxide ana 
the oxygen given and taken, leaving 
neither good nor tll results. But dur 
ing the entire night the plant contin 
ues to breathe, and antil the return of 

light the oxygen is used just lke 
‘ad additional person breathing in the 
room, thus leaving. lees oxygen for the 
tse: of the invalid. Therefore the 
standing order to remove all plants 
and flowers at night ts based upon th- 
facts of pliant physiology and is right.
